George T. Burridge was a prisoner of 


war on a freighter bound for Japan dur- 
ing World War II when an 
American submarine sunk his 
ship. The Japanese had not 
marked the ship as carrying 
POWs, and an American tor- 
pedo sent Burridge and hun- 
dreds of other Americans to 
their deaths.

The schools will have a total 
of 6,014 students in the fall, an 
88-student increase from this 
year, according to new projec- 
tions released last week. 

In the elementary schools, 
some hot spots are fifth grade at

Bancroft Elementary School, 
where the average class will 
have 25 students; third grade at 
the nearly-over-capacity High 
Plain Elementary, with one 
class of 25 and three of 24; and 
fourth grade at South Elemen- 
tary, with two classes of 25 and 
two of 24. 

The School Committee 
allows class sizes for upper ele- 
mentary and middle school 
grades in the range of 21 to 29 
students. The limit could be 
pushed at West Middle School, 
where most sixth-grade classes 
are already projected at 26 stu- 
dents, since additional enroll- 
ments over the summer are not 
unusual. 


“The likelihood is not that 
this is going to get any better, 
but is going to get worse," said 
Business Administrator Bernard 
Tuttle, who has been formulat- 
ing the projections for several 
years. 

At last week’s School Com- 
mittee meeting, committee 
members said a worst-case sce- 
nario would be a repeat of the 
kind of enrollment spike that hit 
High Plain Elementary last 
summer. By the start of the 
school year, 39 more students 
had enrolled in various grades 
than projected, threatening to 
create fourth-grade classes with 
as many at 30 students. The

Jima. Allan C. Edmund's ship 
was destroyed by a kamikaze. 

Information was not avail- 
able on each person. But as 
Doherty named each of the 60 
men, 60 balloons were released 
individually, one balloon for 
each resident killed. 

Among those helping to 
release the balloons was Sam 
Medolo, whose brother Paul had 
been killed during World War I] 
while test-flying problematic 
planes to see if they could be 
used in the war. Paul Medolo 
left for the service on Sam’s 
birthday, but the day Sam 
Medolo remembers is the day 
his brother died. 

“He got killed March 2, 
1945. He was going out on a 
flight in one of the rickety old 
B-24s in Charleston, S.C.,” he 
said. “We thought he was going 
to go through the whole (war), 
but, like I said, he was flying a 
piece of junk.” 

Like Sam Medolo, many but 
not all of the people who gath- 
ered at the Memorial Day event 
in Andover had served in the 
war or had a close relative who 


had served in World War II. The 


300 chairs set up for the event 
were quickly filled and hun- 
dreds more residents stood to 
witness the event. “This is one 
of the largest crowds we've ever 
had in this town,” said Doherty. 

“It’s Memorial Day. I wanted 
to see what the monument 
looked like,” said Joseph 
Giaimo, of Countryside Way. 
“It’s a nice fitting tribute to the 
folks who died. 

Giaimo’s father served in 
World War II, his grandfather 
fought in World War I, and his 
new son-in-law — married last 
Saturday — is now a member of 
the Navy, he said 

“I passed by last week and 
(the memorial) was covered,” 
said Mildred Giaimo, Joseph's 
wife. “It’s very impressive.” 

Throughout the day — and 
long after the ceremony was fin- 
ished — residents of all ages 
enjoying their day off stopped to 
read and consider the residents 
whose names are engraved on 
the new monument. 

While those who lived 
through the war remember the 
telegrams, the defeats, the sacri- 
fices and the shock of Pearl Har- 
bor, the younger generation does 
not, said Doherty, during the

Also saluting the veterans for 
the sixth year in a row was trum- 
peter Jeff Arleque, who has 
played Taps at each Memorial 
Day ceremony since 1999. Arle- 
que taught himself to play the 
bugle in the sixth grade by lis- 
tening to music tapes. 

Arleque Says he is able to 
calm his nerves before playing 
each year by thinking of the tri- 
als veterans have endured. He 
said he also feeds off the posi- 
live energy and encouragement 
he receives from the members of 
American Legion Post 8, who 
this year donated the bench that 
sits in front of the memorial. 

Memorial Day has taken on 
different meaning for Arleque 
through the years, as he has

called it “the meat grinder of 
basic training.”

Before being called to war, 
Low was a mill worker. Doherty 
said he left having an Andover 
address and continues to have 
one today. 

All 185 people listed on the 
plaque were members of the 
Free Christian Church at the 
time they went off to war. Daniel 
said the majority of them were 
Andover residents, since the 
church served mostly Andover at 
the time. Nine of the soldiers 
were killed in combat.

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“The church certainly did its 
share of sending people off to 
war,” said Daniel. “I knew many 
of the names on the plaque. It 
really is a who’s who of 
Andover.” 

Daniel said the church delib- 
erately avoided holding the 
unveiling on Memorial Day 
weekend so it would not have to 
compete with other ceremonies 
and events.He said 30 of the peo- 
ple listed on the plaque are still 
alive and he is hoping they or 
their family members will be 
able to attend. Those who do 
will be honored with a certifi- 
cate, he said. “I am very glad we 
are able to do it. It seems time.” 
said Daniel. 

“It’s certainly timely, Sunday 
being the anniversary of D-Day.” 
said Doherty, who will speak at 
the unveiling.

Targeting 
auto-claim 
fraud 


By Mark Vogler 

The Lawrence Bar Association — 
lead by Andover lawyer Robert 
Gilbert — has issued a statement con- 
demning auto insurance fraud “and 
any attorneys who participate in it.” 
The statement said the group supports 
a vigorous effort to uncover fraud and 
punish those involved. 

“No person, and particularly no 
lawyer, is above the law,” Gilbert, 
president of the bar association, 
declared in a statement e-mailed to 
members and posted on the organiza- 
tion’s Web site. 

The 288-member group also said 
it would launch an educational pro- 
gram aimed at new lawyers “to insure 
that they recognize potentially fraud- 
ulent claims, and to assure them that 
they are in the mainstream of the pro- 
fession when they refuse to assist in 
their clients’ fraud.” 

The association issued the public 
statement in response to a crackdown 
by a fraud task force that has led to 
charges against 60 people. Several of 
those charged have told police that 
some lawyers and chiropractors paid 
for their business. 

“We want to call people’s aware- 
ness to the problem and we think we 
can make a difference,” Gilbert said 
in an interview yesterday. 

Gilbert said inexperienced lawyers 
eager for work are most likely to 
accept cases that might be based on 
fraud. “We don’t want them to get the 
impression that it’s acceptable to 
wink and nod when a client with a 
questionable case comes to them,” 
Gilbert said. “Every lawyer who 
practices has a duty to the court to do 
an adequate investigation before they 
press their case.” 

Gilbert met with representatives of 
the Lawrence Police Department and 
the Insurance Fraud Bureau of Mass- 
achusetts earlier this year to ask their 
assistance in developing fraud detec- 
tion programs for lawyers and to offer 
help in the ongoing investigation. 

“They want to work with us 
because they're just as outraged as we 
are.” said Police Chief John J. 
Romero, who organized the fraud 
strike force last fall that includes two 
Lawrence police detectives and inves- 
tigators for the Insurance Fraud 
Bureau, the Essex County district 
attorney's office, the state attorney 
general's office and several insurance 
companies doing business in 
Lawrence. 

“Responsible members of the 
Lawrence Bar Association have been 
in contact with us and are anxious to 
find ways of ridding Lawrence of the 
problems that plague the system 
there,” said Insurance Fraud Bureau 
Executive Director Daniel J. John- 
ston. 

Johnston said “a few dishonest 
professionals in any industry can 
damage the reputation for the vast 
majority of those who conduct their 
affairs honestly and in good faith.” 

Lawrence lawyer James Bowers, 
who chairs a new Lawrence Bar 
Association study group on lawyers 
and insurance fraud, plans to organize 
a series of round-table discussions 
with representatives of the insurance 
industry and law enforcement.

N A FIELD OF MOSTLY 13- AND 14-YEAR-OLD eighth- 
graders, the geography whiz kid from Andover who is 
only 11 stood out like the peak of the Himalayas on the

After answering eight questions correctly, it was this one 
— what is the easternmost capital city in Asia? — that 
knocked out Krishnan. He answered Pyongyang, the capital 
| of North Korea. The correct answer is Seoul, South Korea. 
“It’s not easy,” was how he summed up the bee. “And, 
| now I'm looking forward to playing with my Game Cube 
when my homework is done, instead of studying more 
geography.”

LFRED BRUNO, World War II Army Staff Sgt. of the 29th 
Infantry, and his daughter, Arlene Santangelo, marched 
in stride from the back of Wingate Nursing Home to a 
flagpole on the side of the building.

Anderson said yes. She enlisted the help of AHS students Deb- 
bie Cheng and Maureen Gaj, both sophomores, to help her. 

Nill, Cheng and Gaj empty the recycling barrels every two 
weeks. Sometimes the girls find old food and other garbage in 
the barrels. The girls wear rubber gloves and work in the cafe- 
teria Wet room, a room with a hose and a drain in the floor. This 
week, there was a terrible smell when they emptied the barrels. 
There are times the job can be gross, but the work is not a big 
deal, said Nill. “It’s kind of a tedious job,” she said. 

Recycling is not a big money-maker, but Nill donates what 
she collects from deposits 
to pay for AHS clubs. Nill 
estimates that since 
December, she has 
amassed between $50 and 
$60. But there’s a princi- 
ple involved for her.

Candy Dann, Andover Recycling Committee chairwoman, 
said she is aware of Nill’s efforts. 

Dann said all Andover schools recycle some percentage of

in recycling because they would need to empty liquids from bot- 
tles and cans and pick through the trash.
